ORDERING 

We aim to execute orders as soon as received, but inthe rush season slight delays are un- 
avoidable, and when such is the case an acknowledgement will be sent at once. If you order early and 
give a shipping date, we will be pleased to ship so that the orders reach their destination on or about 
the date specified. When no shipping instructions are given, orders are filled in the rotation in which 
they are received. 


TERMS 

Those desiring to open accounts will please furnish references from three parties with 
whom they have had credit relations, and allow sufficient time for us to investigate; otherwise cash 
must accompany order. 


Remittances should be made by Post Office Money Orders, Drafts on New York or Phila- 
delphia banks, or Express Money Orders, in amount sufficient to cover the complete order. Where 
it is impossible to obtain these, the letter should be registered. We cannot guarantee receipt of money 
sent in any other way. We reserve the right to decline C.O.D. orders. 


No charge is made for boxes or packing, except on shipments sent Parcel Post prepaid, and 


the additional cost for packing and postage on these is covered by the additional 10, 15 and 20 per cent 
as per table of rates. 


In filling out your order, always give shipping directions, and write NAME and ADDRESS 
distinctly on each and every order. 


SHIPPING 

Weather determines the date of first Spring shipments. Most years, we can ship through 
most of February and all of March--but not always. We ship up until the plants are too far advanced 
for good shipping. Fall shipping begins in early September until winter--usually late November or 
early December. Early ordering enables us to ship as soon as weather permits. 


Plants should be set out at once when they are received, unless they are slightly withered. 
In that case, remove them from the box to acool place. Wet the moss that was used for packing and 
lay it on the roots until they are revived. Never set out a withered plant. 


HOW WE SHIP 

Allorders are forwarded by Express or Parcel Post, purchaser paying charges. For those 
of our customers who wish their orders sent by Parcel Post, prepaid, additional charges must be added 
for special packing and postage.

DEUTZIA gracilis (slender deutzia) 

Very bushy and hardly over 2 to 3 feet. May flow- 
ering with a profusion of snowy white flowers.

A new trumpet-shaped flowering shrub blos soming 
up and down the hardy stems in May, June and July.

Very bushy grower with shiny green foliage. Ex- 
tremely hardy.

Growth habits very desirable for either hedge or 
vergreen plantings.
